In  1916,  aP  gioup  of  students  eame  together  and 
decided  to  change  tlie  name  of  the  publication  tb  Obiter,  wliicii 
comes  from  the  Latin  word  Obiter  Dictum,  wliich  tran-.lated 


means  a  slang  expresswn  or  remark.  Though  thi^'  tlcfinition  no 
longer  fits  today,  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the  book  still

Academy,  Literary  Institute,  State  Normal  School,  State  Teachers  College,  State  College,  University. 
For  the  past  163  years,  Bloomsburg  University  has  undergone  an  extensive  metamorphosis.  It  all 
began  in  1839  when  a  small  private  academy  opened  in  the  town  of  Bloomsburg.  It  was  successfully 
conducted  for  two  years  by  C.P.  Waller,  a  graduate  of  Williams  College.  Later,  public  school  teachers 
taught  at  the  academy  during  their  summer  vacations... 
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In  1856,  D.  J.  Waller,  drew  up  a  charter  providing  that  this  school  be  known  as  the  Bloomsburg 
Literary  Institute  for  the  promotion  of  education  in  the  ordinary  and  the  higher  branches  of  English 
Literature,  ancient  and  modern  languages,  and  the  sciences.  This  charter  was  subscribed  to  by  citi- 
zens of  Bloomsburg. 

In  1866,  the  school  was  taught  by  Henry  Carver,  of  Binghamton,  New  York.  Carver  had  an  un- 
usual influence  and  personality,  and  he  successfully  modified  many  of  the  school's  early  policies.  He 
saw  the  need  for  a  new  building,  and  insisted  that  it  was  essential  to  the  future  development  of  the 
Institution.  Mr.  Carver  assured  the  trustees  that  $1 5,000  would  build  a  suitable  building. 


That  building,  the  present  Carver  Hall,  was  dedicated  on  April  4,  1867,  with  a  gala 
observance  by  the  townspeople.   A  parade,  headed  by  the  town  band  highlighted  the 
event.  A  bell  for  the  tower  was  purchased  with  $  1 ,200  secured  through  popular  sub- 
scription raised  by  three  members  of  the  first  class  at  the  new  school;  D.J.  Waller,  Jr, 
George  E.  Elwell,  and  Charles  Unangst. 

In  the  autumn  of  1 867,  James  P.  Wickersham,  then  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  was  travelling  through  Bloomsburg.  He  saw  the  school  on  the  hill  "ablaze 
with  lights,"  and  thought  the  location  of  the  literary  institute  would  be  ideal  for  a 
State  Normal  School.  Negotiations  began,  and  in  1868  at  a  meeting  in  which  Mr. 
Wickersham  addressed  the  citizens  of  Bloomsburg,  it  was  decided  that  under  the  act 
of  1857  a  normal  school  could  be  established.  Consquently  a  dormitory  was  built  at  a 
cost  of  $36,000.  On  February  19,  1869,  the  school  recognized  as  a  State  Normal 
School,  combined  with  the  Literary  Institute.  In  September  of  that  year,  there  were 
130  students  enrolled  in  the  Normal  Department  and  80  in  the  Model  School.

Principal  Carver  left  in  1871.  Charles  G.  Barkley,  Esq.,  a  former  county  superintendent 
of  schools,  acted  as  principal  from  December,  1871,  to  March,  1872.  His  successor  was 
the  Reverend  Hewitt,  rector  of  the  Bloomsburg  Episcopal  Church.  He  served  as  principal 
until  June,  1873.  Dr.  T.L.  Griswold  was  then  principal  until  1877.  Those  early  years 
were  trying  ones,  full  of  disappointment  and  hardships.  Subscriptions  were  hard  to 
collect,  and  often  the  trustees  met  obligations  on  their  personal  responsibility.  Another 
blow  came  in  1875,  when  the  original  Waller  Hall  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire. 
However,  the  trustees  and  people  who  had  faith  and  confidence  in  the  school  again 
ftirnished  money,  and  in  1876  built  a  larger  and  more  handsome  building,  Waller  Hall. 


In  the  fall  of  1877,  Dr.  DJ.  Waller,  Jr.  became  principal.  For  thirteen  years  the  school 
grew  under  his  guidance.  The  Model  School  (Noetling  Hall)  and  the  east  wing  of  the 
dormitory  were  constructed  during  his  tenure.  When  Dr.  Waller  resigned  in  1890  to 
become  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  school  was  in  prosperous 
condition.  Dr.  Judson  P.  Welsh  served  as  principal  of  the  Bloomsburg  Literary  Institute 
and  State  Normal  School  from  1890  to  1906.  During  his  administration  the  gymnasium 
and  an  addition  to  the  four-story  dormitory  were  built.  Science  Hall,  built  from  plans 
made  by  Dr.  D.S.  Hartline,  was  completed  in  1906,  just  after  Dr.  Welsh's  resignation.

Old  North  Hall,  was  originally  a  men  s  dormitory.  The  building  was  razed  in  1965  to  make  way  for  a  newer 
structure,  Luzerne  Hall. 


Dr.  D.  J.  Waller,  Jr.,  responded  a  second  time  to  the  summons  of  the  trustees,  and  returned  as  principal 
until  1920,  when  he  retired  from  active  duty.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Charles  H.  Fisher,  who  came 
to  the  school  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction.  His  principalship  extended  from  1920 
to  1923.  It  was  in  1920  that  the  State  purchased  the  school  and  changed  the  name  to  Bloomsburg 
State  Normal  School,  dropping  the  "Bloomsburg  Literary  Institute."  During  Dr.  Fisher's  administration 
extension  courses  were  instituted  and  the  Bloomsburg  public  schools  were  opened  to  the  teacher 
training  service  of  the  Normal  School.  Dr.  G.C.L.  Reimer,  also  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  succeeded  Dr.  Fisher  as  principal  and  served  until  his  retirement  in   1927. 


The  State  Council  of  Education  on  June  4,  1926  authorized  the  State  Normal  School  to  confer 
the  degree  B.S.  in  Education  to  graduates  of  four-year  courses  in  Elementary  Education  and  in  Jun- 
ior High  School  Education.  May  13,  1927,  the  Council  changedthe  name  to  State  Teachers  College 
at  Bloomsburg.  Dr.  Francis  B.  Haas,  also  a  former  superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  succeeded 
Dr.  Reimer  in  July,  1927.  During  the  administration  of  Dr.  Francis  B.  Haas  the  curricula  offered  by 
the  college  were  enriched  by  the  establishment  of  a  Commerical  Department  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  H.  A.  Andruss.

Under  the  administration  of  President  Francis  B.  Haas  (1927-1939)  great  progress  was  made  in 
the  teacher  education  program,  and  a  new  degree  program  in  business  education  was  initiated. 


Upon  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Haas  as  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  1939,  Dr. 
Harvey  A.  Andruss,  then  Dean  of  Instruction  and  a  former  Director  of  the  Business  Education 
Department,  was  appointed  president,  a  position  he  held  until  his  retirement  in  1969.  During 
World  War  II,  the  U.S.  Navy  V- 12  Office  Training  Program  was  conducted  on  the  Bloomsburg 
campus.  As  a  result,  a  campus  building  was  renamed  Navy  Hall,  In  1959,  a  division  of  special 
education  was  instituted,  and  today  Navy  Hall  still  houses  the  program. 


In  1960,  the  school's  name  was  changed  to  Bloomsburg  State  College.  Authorization  was  recieved 
shortly  thereafter  to  grant  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  for  liberal  arts  programs  in  humanities,  social 
sciences,  and  natural  sciences/mathematics.  Graduate  study,  leading  to  the  Master  of  Education,  also 
was  inaugurated  in  1968,  approval  was  received  for  the  Master  of  Arts  degree,  in  1976  for  the 
Master  of  Business  Administration,  and  in  1982  for  the  Master  of  Science  in  Nursing.  A  cooperative 
doctoral  program  in  elementary  education  began  in  1982.

In  1975  Old  Waller  Hall  was  demolished  to  make  way  for 
Lycoming  Hall 
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On  July  1,  1983,  Commonwealth  legislation  created  the  State  System  of  Higher  Education,  and 
the  institution  became  Bloomsburg  University,  Bloomsburg's  then  president,  Dr.  James  H. 
McCormick,  became  the  system's  interim  chancellor  and  later  the  first  permanent  chancellor.  Today, 
after  163  years  of  existence  Bloomsburg  University  is  still  as  strong  as  ever. 
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Now  known  as  the  University  Store,  the  original  building  was  the  campus  dining  center.

Bomb  Threats  Plague  Campus 

On  Tuesday  April  30,  two  bomb  threats  prompted  university  officials  to  close 
the  university.  The  first  threat  was  received  at  7:56  a.m.,  and  was  traced  to  an 
off  campus  location.  By  9  a.m  all  buildings  on  campus  were  searched  and 
nothing  was  found.  At  2:15  p.m.,  a  second  bomb  threat  was  called  into 
university  police.  It  was  this  second  threat  that  prompted  the  university  to 
close  the  campus.  This  being  a  Federal  offense,  whoever  was  responsible  for 
the  calls  could  face  a  maximum  penalty  of  five  years  in  prision  and/or  a 
$10,000.00  fine.  At  no  time  were  any  bombs  found  in  any  of  the  campus 
locations.  However,  the  pranks  disrupted  exams,  classes,  and  activities 
causing  ill-feelings  among  students,  faculty  and  staff 
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Block  Party  Cancelled 

A  tradition,  which  some  say  goes  back  nearly  two  decades 
was  cancelled  this  year.  On  Saturday,  April  27  students 
were  forced  to  go  elsewhere  to  party.  The  Town  of 
Bloomsburg  sought  a  court  order  which  prohibited  more 
than  300  people  to  gather  at  Sesame  Street.  The  entrance 
to  Sesame  Street  was  guarded  by  law  enforcement  agencies 
allowing  only  valid  Sesame  Street  residents  to  enter. 


Pinery  Rededicated 

On  Wednesday  May  24,  2002  a  long  forgotten 
World  War  I  memorial  was  rededicated  on 
campus.  The  memorial,  actually  known  as  the 
pinery,  was  first  dedicated  on  May  30,  1919  to 
recognize  fellow  students  who  fought  and  died  in 
combat.  Originally  a  tree  was  planted  for  each  of 
the  1 6  soldiers  and  a  student  nurse  who  lost  their 
lives.  The  trees  were  planted  in  the  shape  of  a  six- 
pointed  star,  with  a  flagpole  in  the  center.  Only 
ten  of  the  original  trees  exist  today.  The  other  trees 
died  from  disease  or  were  removed  while 
Schuylkill  Hall  was  under  construction.  A 
forgotten  part  of  history  was  rediscovered  . 


Campus  Police  Armed 

Admist  protests  and  debate  among  students  and  faculty,  the  Council  of  Trustees 
passed  a  motion  to  arm  campus  police  by  a  vote  of  9-1-1  at  their  December  12, 
2001  meeting. 
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On  July  1,  1994  Dr.  Jessica  Sledge  Kozloff 
became  the  17th  person  to  head  Bloomsburg 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  Since  coming  to 
Bloomsburg  in  1994  Dr.  Kozloff  has  helped 
the  University  further  grow,  expand,  and  meet 
the  educational  needs  of  its  students.  The 
improvement  of  campus  facilities  has  been 
one  priority,  and  the  end  of  her  first  year  in 
March  1995  saw  the  dedication  of  the 
Student  Recreation  Center.  But  the  most 
important  achievement  in  this  area  was  the 
completion  and  dedication  in  1998  of  the 
new  Andruss  library,  a  facility  that  was  badly 
needed  and  has  enhanced  Bloomsburg's 
standing  within  the  State  System  of  Higher 
Education  and  nationally  as  well.  Further 
projects  include  additions  or  remodeling  to 
Centennial  Gymnasium,  the  Scranton 
Commons,  and  converting  the  old  library 
building  into  a  Student  Services  Center. 
Helping  these  ambitious  projects  has  been 
record  fundraising  by  the  development  staff, 
including  a  system  high  $3.6  million  in  1 999. 
Enrollment  has  also  increased  over  the  last 
five  years,  and  the  growth  in  business, 
instructional  and  interactive  technologies  and 
other  in-demand  fields  has  helped  to  fiarther 
this  expansion.

After 
college  he  entered  the  business  world  and 
advanced  to  positions  at  Merrill  Lynch, 
McGraw  Hill  and  his  own  management 
consulting  firm.  He  was  first  elected  to  public 
office  in  1979  as  Middletown  Township 
Supervisor,  and  in  1987  was  elected  Bucks 
County  Commissioner.  Governor  Schweiker 
was  sworn  in  on  October  5,  2001,  following 
Gov.  Tom  Ridge's  appointment  by  President 
George  W.  Bush  to  head  the  nation's  Office 
of  Homeland  Security.  He  was  first  elected 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  November  1994  and 
re-elected  in  November  1998.
